"Just think where we were only 
seven 
years 
ago,"

"Everyone knew we were the 
strongest nation in the world . . . 
who is the strongest now. at least 
physically? That's now an open 
question. 


"Why? Because we don't have 
the leadership any more that we 
had in the days of Franklin Roose­ 
velt and Harry Truman.” 


Symington told newsmen he ex­ 
pects to pick up a substantial 
share of Indiana's 34 national con­ 
vention votes after the first ballot.

The mob 
spared a large silken American 
flag, which one of the students 
carefully folded and handed to an 
American news photographer. 


U.S. Ambassador Walter P. Mc- 
Conaughy, who had conferred re­ 
peatedly with Rhee transmitting 
the State Department’s insistence 
on democratic reforms, said he 
was convinced Rhee and his aides 
"are earnestly working to redress 
the justifiable grievances of the 
people.”

The exchange took place on the 
north portico of the White House 
as De Gaulle paid a parting call 
on his host. De Gaulle was head­ 
ing first for New York on a U.S. 
tour. 
The tall French leader waR ac­ 
companied by his wife on the brief 
White House visit. 
The French and 
U.S. chiefs 
were in agreement on a plan to 
challenge Soviet Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev to demonstrate by ac­ 
tion that he wants a relaxation 
of tension.
